the dead man, murdered Tom, an old ex- 
medicine man.

Any city containing a popula­ 
tion o( m ere than one h u ndred thousand 
Inhabitants may fram e a ch art r for Its own 
governm ent, consistent w ith and subject to 
tu e Constitution aud laws of th i- State, by 
causii’g a Board of fifteen freeholders, who 
shall have beeu for at least five years quali­ 
fied electors thereof, to be elected by the 
qualified voters of such city, a t any general 
or special election, whose duty it shall be, 
w ithin ninety days alter such election, to 
prepare and propose a ch arte' for such city, 
which shall bo signed in duplicate by the 
m em bers of such Board, or a m ajority of 
them , an d returned, one copy thereof to the 
Mayor, 
or 
other 
chief 
executive

Recorder 
of 
Deeds 
of 
the 
county. 
8uch 
proposed 
charter 
shall 
then be published in two dally papers of 
general circulation in >uch city, for at least 
tw enty d a.s; and w ithin uot less than thirty 
days after Buch publication it shall be sub­ 
m itted 'o the qualified elec’ora of Buch city, 
at a general or special election, and if a m a­ 
jority of 
such qualified electors voting' 
thereat shall ratify the same, it shall there 
after be nubm ltted to the Legislature for its 
spproval o 
rejection as a whole, w ithout 
power of alteration or am endm ent; an d if 
approved by a m ajority vote of the m em bers 
elected to each House, it shall become the 
oha ter of such city, or if such city be con­ 
solidated with a county, then of Buch cttv 
and county, and shah become the organic 
law thereof, and supersede any existing 
charter, and all am en-im euts thereof, and 
all special laws inconsistent with such char­ 
ter.

Florida, or, indeed, until he had 
•truck Nashville on his return. As a 
m atter o^fact, he drew this line at 
Birmingham. 
In this selection of

P e r h a p s the most inteiesting fea­ 
ture in the phenomenal development 
of Southern California which is now 
being witnessed Í9 the drawing to­ 
gether of the counties which compose 
that imperial region in a close b nd 
of fellowship and good will, prefigur­ 
ing the evolution of a State of South 
California, in time. For years the 


H e r a l d has maintained that the un­ 
gainly length and divergent interests 
of California as at present constituted 
called at an early day for division. 
Taking the line of this State diagon­ 
ally from Yuma to the coast at the 
Oregon line, and it piesenis a most 
unsymmetrical and inadmissible con­ 
formation. The State is entirely too 
long for its breadth; and, notwith­ 
standing the effort to create artificial 
citrus belts in the central and north­ 
ern portions of California, there is 
nothing in 
common between the 
northern and southern portions of tbe 
Commonwealth. The time is at hand 
when these questions will assume a 
vital shape, and when agitation for a 
division of the Golden State will be 
exigent and successful. 
When that 
time oomes it will be found that Tu­ 
lare and Fresno counties will gladly 
cast in their lot with San Diego, San 
Bernardino, Ventura, Santa Barbara, 
Kern and Los Angeles counties.

T he County Tax Collector 
Leaves Us, 


BUT TAKES THE HACK ALONG. 


In Irfss than Three Mouths he Ab 
BtractB Over $12,000 of 
Public Money. 


Hammond han lett us! 
The genial 
hail-fellow-well'm et, E l., haa vanished 
like uiist before the morning aun. 
He 
did not tread lightly aa he removed him- 
aelf from amongat us, because be was too 
heavily laden w ith the country’s coin 
H e was in a measure handicapped, but 
he managed to make excellent time in 
getting away. 
El. came here from the 
grassy plains of San Fernando, whoro he 
pursued the modest occupation of a 
vaquero, with credit to himself and his 
friends. 
So expert did Hammond be­ 
come in roping a steer th at his Republi­ 
can friends, of which party he was an 
ard eu t and uncompromisiog member, 
th o n g h t ho was th e proper man to rope 
S. Levy, tke Democratic nom inee for 
Tax Collector. 
Their judgment proved 
good eo far as strength was concerned, 
and the vaquero, with a whoop, rode 
into office. 
Last fall he waa re-elected, 
beating by a small majority W , B. Cul 
len, one of the best men in the oouuty. 
City life evidently proved too m uch for 
H am m ond. 
Ho had been reared within 
the sound of purling brooks and the 
gentle low of the inild-eyed heifer. 
The 
sirens of 
the 
city who 
can 
sing 
low 
a n l 
look 
mild 
on occasion, 
poured 
a 
Bweeter 
tola 
into 
the 
ear of tho horny-banded El.. 
H e was 
intoxicated w ith the music and full an 
easy victim. 
H e succumbed to the wiles 
of tho scarlet women and developed a 
penchant for purchasing costly jewelry, 
which he bestowed with a lavish hand, 
not lim iting his favors to any one dam 
sel. 
His peculations—something over 
$12,500 —seem to have all occurred since 
the 1st of January. 
His bondsmen are 
num erous and riob, and the oounty «vill 
lose nothing. 
T he amount which each 
b mdsmai: will h ive to pay is small. 
A 
d-'ep, dark oloud hovers over the leaders 
of the Republican party who swore by 
El Hammond, and they refuse to be 
comforted. 
Following is a correot ac­ 
count of th e whole m atter:

W hen it beoame known yesterday 
morning th at County Tax Collector El. 
Hammond had taken bis departure for 
some unknnwu portiou of the world, and 
hud carried away w ith him a large 
am ount of money, there were few who 
said, "another good man gooo wrong.” 
A careful search revealed the presence of 
any number of men who said th at they 
were not surprised that such a thing had 
happened, aud it was, to say the least, 
peculiar that there should have been 
left in bank any money at all. 
There 
were, as in all such cases, exaggerated 
Btorit-s floating about as to the am ount 
stolen from the county, some placing it 
«8 high us $25,000, but when the books 
had been overhauled by an expert the 
figures of the shortage footed up to only 
about half that amount. 
It is evident 
th at 
this 
sum 
was 
taken within 
a 
very 
short 
time, 
and 
did 
not cover over so large a period as was 
at first supposed. The books must have 
been str light when ha took his position 
at the first of the present year, o r else 
those who ex imined them were lax in 
th eir duty. If any shortages oocured prior 
to th a t tim e do ing his former occupancy 
of th e office, they have not been discov­ 
ered H.s yet. 
Therefore the fact stinda 
out boldly that within the past three 
m onths or 1* *h he has stolen, according 
to the exp-rt’e figures, $12,466.14. 
W hile it w h s known that he was 
speeding money pretty freely, it was ap­ 
parent th a t he reserved a considerable 
am ount for tbe purpose of future use in 
another country. 
To have squandered 
$12,000 in this city daring so short a 
period would have caused an earlier in­ 
vestigation, nn 1 this he could not have 
desired. 
Although he waa a liberal 
buyer of jew elry and other ornameuts, 
he knew well th at it would not do to in­ 
crease liia purchases, for by so doing 
it would give rise to a suspicion th at 
all wub not as it should be. It there 
fore appears th a t either he has not ab­ 
sconded or that he made up his mind 
soino time since to leave the old haunts 
behind. 
If he did so intend, he was bo 
careful of exciting suspicion that ho was 
able to be ab?ent from the city for over 
ten days before it was thought that 
there was anything strange connected 
w ith hiB non-appearance. 
Some few 
daya before he ieft he told his various 
n I n f . i n n . l . l l m l Kf. ItfflQ Lf.IV* t.fl If 
intimate friends th at he was heir to a 
large amount of money or an estate, 
and th at the m atter was in thb courts at 
San Francisco. 
He would therefore 
have to go there and testify in the c a 3 c . 


HIS EXCUSB FOB GOING. 
This he told to M r. Roth and others, 
but when he left his note to his deputies 
he did not indicate that San Francisco wa« 
his destination. 
They lust saw him on 
Saturday. M arch 12th, and when his 
chief deputy, Mr. A. Cobler, w ent to 
the office ou Sunday, M arch 13th he 
fout.d lying on his desk a note, in which 
he stated th at he had gone to Anaheim, 
and from tbenco he would drive to Po­ 
mona, and that ho would return on the 
following W edneeday at the latest. 
Iu 
his note he also Baid he had sent 
$100 dollars to his wife and asked Mr. 
Cobler to see if she had received it all 
right. 
This he did and fouud that 
H ammond had r I bo made the same state­ 
m ent regarding his trip to her. VVednea 
day came and Hammond did not make 
his appearance. 
The days passed and 
both Air. 
Cobler and Mrs. Hammond 
watched and waited for him. 
Three or 
four days ago Mr. Cobler’s suspieious 
were aroused by the long absenoe, aud 
to satisfy himself he began to go over 
the accounts, first telegraphing to Ana­ 
heim and Pomona, and learning that 
Hammond had not appeared at either 
plaoe. 
Mr. Cobler found th at the ac­ 
counts of th e office were far from straight 
and he said yesterday th at if "figures 
do not lie Mr. Hammond is 
short 
$9,994 40.” Mr. Cobler’s suspicions were 
communicated to some of Hammond’s 
bondsmen and these m et him at the Tax 
Collector’s office on Thursday night and 
discussed 
tbe 
situation. 
Yesterday 
morning the m atter became public prop­ 
erty,and was discussed on every street 
corn’ur aud iu every rendezvouse in the 
city. 
, 
. 
Early 
in 
the 
morning 
the 
Supervisors met w ith M ayor W orkman 
and some other of the bondsmen present 
and it was determined to appoint an ex­ 
pert to go over the acoounts and deter­ 
mine exactly how great the shortage 
was. 
They appointed Janies 8. Mac­ 
kenzie to that position, and all day long 
he was busy with the books and figures 


T H E SA FE O PEN ED , 
The safe was opened in the early part of 
the afternoon, but there remained one 
draw er which could not be opened by 
anyone there present. 
In this it wa- 
hoped by Hammond’s friends th at there 
m ight be considerable money, but these 


hopes were dashed to tho ground when, 
a t half-past 5 o’clock th e draw er was 
opened and found to contain nothing of 
value. 
The ooutents of the money 
drawer of the safe only amounted to 
$26.40, and the papers contained therein 
were not of any importance in this m at­ 
ter. 
It was also hoped th at Hammond 
might have deposited in bauk sufficient 
money 
to 
cover 
the 
defioienoy, 
but a close 
searoh failed 
to re­ 
veal any, 
except in 
the Southern 
California National Bank, w here he had 
deposited $3880.45, and the Los Angeles 
National Bank, where there were $60. 
These amounts, togeiher w ith tho cash 
found in tho safe, footed up to $3966 85. 
Early in the day the A uditor stated 
th at Hammond wus charged with the 
delinquent taxes, amounting to $30,­ 
002.45. 
The receipts of the Treasurer 
amount to $10,541 39, to which arc 
added double assessments am ounting to 
$2472 65, a total of $13*014 04, whivh, 
deduoted from the am ount due, left 
$16,988.41. The expert later in the day 
figured up the amount due the oounty as 
$16,432 99. From tlr.s must be deducted 
the amount iu bauk and on hand, 
$3966 85, leaving th e defalcation $12, • 
466 14. 
W hether Hammond took this 
amount of money away with him, íb not 
known positively, bui as he spent no 
larger amounts than usual ju st before he 
left, it is only reasonable to suppose 
that he carried away iu his satchel a 
large portion df it. 


A W ABRA N T SWOBN O U T. 
As soon as it was positively known 
th at ihere was a detioieucy, A uditor 
MontaQo swore out a warrant charging 
Hammond with embezzlement, anddhenff 
Kays immediately telegraphed to the 
points where it was auepecud H-umnond 
might have goue, givtog. the following 
description: 
"E l Hammond, defsnlting Ta* Col­ 
lector, about 47 years «I i, ab out 5 feet 
8 inches tall, weight 155 poun ds, n th e r 
careless in drea-j Atnsrioau born; dark 
«yea, narrow between the eye»j wears 
gold spectaolea w hen rea lin g; moustache 
and h a i r iron-gray; when talking earn 
estly has a slight stam m er; complexion 
florid." 
This description was telegraphed to 
Chicago, to fit. Louis, Salt Lako an-i 
fian Francisco, for which points rumor 
had it be had g me. 
Tne fact th at he 
had told Mr. R oth that he was going to 
San Franuhoo led to the geueral belief 
th at it was possible that was tho point 
from which he entirely disappeared from 
view. This suspicion was m ade stronger 
by the story told by a gay young girl 
who was treated very handsomely by 
Hammond. 
Yesterday morning Mr. R oth, of the 
firm of Roth & Quarre, jew elers, re­ 
ceived the following telegram from his 
partner who is in Saa Francisco: 
S an F r a n c i s c o , M arch 25. 1887. 
Roth tí Quarre, 273 N . M ain Street, L. 
A .: 
Did Hammond pay before leaviog? 
Saw him here. 
Answer. 
[Signed] 
Q u a r b e . 
The telegram did not state w hether 
Mr. Qaarre had seen Hammond lately 
or whether it 
was some 
tim e eg-», 
but 
the 
f&ot 
that 
the 
news 
of 
the 
defalcation 
was 
published 
in the San Francisso papers yesterday 
morning makes it clear that Mr. Quarre 
saw the articie and desired information 
on the subjeot. 
This prove • conclu­ 
sively that Hammond was in San Fran- 
cisoo at some recent date, and that he 
was not iu concealment a t that time, 
probably because he thought ha had 
ilenty of time before him to d sappeur. 
a case there appears to be any reason 
to suspect that Hammond has gone else­ 
w here than the points named, Sheriff 
K ays is prepared to telegraph a t oaoe, 
but the probability is that some trace of 
him will be found at San Francisco. 


H A M M O ND 'S H A B ITS . 
In regard to Hammond’s habits, it is 
known beyond a doubt that he lived be­ 
yond his means, unless he had some 
other iucoraa than th at derived from his 
office. 
His salary 
was but about $1800 
a year, and out of this he had to pa\ 
household expenses for the support of 
Ivs wife and his aged mother. 
I t w h s 
outs do of his family, however, th at he 
spent the most of his money, and it ap­ 
pears th at it was divided between several 
wotn^n of ill-repute. 
One of these with 
whom he was very intimate was fiado 
Devine, who kept a house of ill-fume on 
Saiuteaain street. 
It is related th at she 
was in the habit of obtaining largo 
sums 
of money 
from 
him, 
aud 
that 
on two 
different 
occasions 
she obtained money by notes sent by 
differeut parties. 
At one time she ob­ 
tained $60 and shortly afterw ard $80 
Besides this he is said to have given her 
an elegant pair of diamond bracelets and 
other jewelry. It is also mooted around 
in tbe circles of society to which fiadie 
belong--, th at fiadie left Los Angeles a 
day or two previous to Hammond's de­ 
parture, saying she was g ing E»stwar.i 
It is believed some plan was arranged 
between them to mt-er at some other 
place, and there enjoy life as long as the 
money lasted. 


OTHER LOVES. 
Another girl to whom Hammond was 
attached, and on whom it is stated he 
sp eL tag reat deal of money was Lottie 
Bertbgold, ft waiter at the Club Theater, 
whom be met at th a t place. 
To her he 
stated th at ho was going to San Francis- 
i, and also that he was going to settle 
up au estate. 
H e wns very free with 
bis money when w ith her, and after 
theater hours they sp nt a good portion 
of tbo night in drinking and in other 
amusements 
Another girl named Mabel Lee, who 
stated that Bhe m et Hammond in San 
Francisco, said thr.t he seemed ^ to be 
troubled about some estate in which he 
was interested. 
To her he sa il he 
m ight go to Salt Lake City, and even 
across tbe Atlautic. 
I t is also stated by those who say 
they knew him th at he gambled aud 
frequently lost considerable sums at 
poker, aud when Booth was here he 
paid a big premium for tickets. Iu 
other metiers be is reported to bavr 
been extravagant for some time past, 
and his flight at this time is greatly fell 
by his wife and his aged mother. 
A statement th a t be ocoupied rooms 
w ith a wom&u of bad character at th e 
A rlington House is denied by tbe pro­ 
prietor. 
Hammond's jewelry bills wore large, 
as compared to his salary. 
Mr. Roth 
said last evening th at Hammond's bills 
amounted to abont $400 or $500 every 
month, and that until the last bill, con­ 
tracted just previous to his departure, 
he had always received his money upon 
tho presentation of them. 
W hen H im 
mond left he owed R oth A Q uarre $200 
for jewelry, and it was about th at amount 
th at Mr. Quarre telegraphed. 


HIS BOND. 
_jW hatcver caused Hammond to dc- 
p .rt, 
his 
bondsmen felt 
very un­ 
easy yesterday, 
and as 
thera 
are 
quite 
a 
number 
of 
them , 
their 
searches into tbe validity of the bond 
and their discussion of the probability of 
having to make good the deficiency, wax 
very interesting. I t was ascertained tha' 
while Hammond had tiled his bood, he 
had not tiled his oertitioate of election, 
aud whether this will make auy differ 
ence iu the holding powers of the bond 
L a question which will arise. 
It is 
also claimed that the bond is so poorly 
written and filled th at it will not h d t 
good in a court. 
This bond was died on 
December 22.
